RUSSIA'S NEW GOSPEL.

There is not the slightest caus for
wonder that the people of Russia re-
pudiate the new overtures of peace and

Of course they
dou’t believe it; and unbelieving, they
plunge into new atrovities in onler to
avenpa the newer and craftier gaine
theybe lieve their rulers are up to. Un
Iy vears of patience cun overcoine the
awful gulf that divides the hundreds
of millions of enslaved and brutalized
hosts of Russis from their govermment,
and bring them to a realization of what
is actually meant by the strange pro-
paganda of decency and toleration and
clean  administration. The task of
bringing this awful host of abnormal
creatures in line upon a system of mu
tuality and forbearance and common
helpfulness, is one of mighty propor
tions and must involve severul gmera
tions to compass it.

LIBRARY HEADQUARTERS,

The American Association
proposes to create a fund for the es
tablishment and maintenance of a4 na
tional headquarters for the publie li
braries of thiz country, The scheme is
not only to edusate trained librarians
and assistantz but to seeums a central
point for the dif«fnination of datn
valuable to the librarimn, [t is obsery.
ed with accurncy that few occupations
have increased their opportunitied so
rapidly in the past twenty years and
few have received less skillml labor.
With large investments in their care,
many custodians of public institutions
know little of the books on their shelves
and are unfittead through lack of proper
education to fill their positions, Some
of the greater institutions have been
so fortunate as to secure capable men
and these libraries are now bringing up
a generation of apprentices who will be
able to earn their saluries, But in many
instanees, through the great increase in
the number of libraries by the Carnegie
fund and state law or municipal ordi-
nance, it has been neqesdary to appoint
men unable to fill the requirementa,
